With every other city on the continent moving toward municipal 
ownership, and with Edmonton in the van, the Edmonton city coun- 
cil, by adopting the industrial committee’s report on the gas 
question, asks the ratepayers of the city to repudiate every step of 
progress that the city has made in municipal advancement and head | 
back the other way toward the manners and methods of the past 
century. 

In many respects, the bargain which the council recommends to| 


the ratepayers is so outrageous that it would scarcely have looked | 


in place in the municipal records of some second-rate Ontario town |

25 years ago, and which no city in the west could have been induced 
to accept within the past decade. 

Among the conditions which the committee outlines in its re- 
port is one which provides that the company be given a franchise 
for 25 years, and making no provision for purchase by the city at 
any time previous to the expiration of a quarter of a century. 

This clause alone should be sufficient to defeat the bylaw which 
the council recommends. 
the bargain may work out, the city is irrevocably tied to it until 
1936. If within the next 25 years new methods, cheapening the cost 
of manufacturing artificial gas, are brought into vogue, the company 
gets all the advantage of the invention, and the ratepayers will pay 
the same price as though the discovery had never been made. If 
natural gas is discovered within the next 25 years, the company is 
in a position to get practically all the advantage, unless the city 
invites another company to come in and duplicate the plant of the 
International. 

In its outline of the franchise, the committee estimates that- when 
the city reaches a population of 75,000, the patrons of the gas plant 
will probably receive gas at $1 per thousand cubic feet. In the face 
of the fact that there are a dozen towns in Canada of less population 
than Edmonton is today which are enjoying dollar gas, and that 
there are very few cities in the world of more than 75,000 population 
which pay $1 for gas, the council shows itself either very ignorant of 
the status in other cities or very careless of the interests of this. 

The whole deal, all through, is such that there is little to recom- 
mend it, and it ignores the most important consideration of all, the 
consideration that the ratepayers should have the right first of all 
to say whether or not they are prepared to undertake the manufac- 
ture of gas as a municipal enterprise. The council, in submitting 
the International franchise before submitting a bylaw for a municipal 
plant, is taking an action entirely uncalled for and unwarranted, and 
one which is likely to defeat the very purpose at which it was‘aimed. 

The first and fundamental question in this gas business is, do 
the ratepayers favor parting with the franchise on any terms what- 
ever. Before the council undertakes to recommend a bargain which 
it frames at a secret meeting it should get from the ratepayrs an 
answr to this question. The bylaw for a civic plant should come first. 


CANNOT AFFORD 
TO ALLOW ACCOUNTS 
TO BECOME TANGLED 

An accounting system which is complete in its technicalities but 
which fails to give any account of anything in time to be of any 
practical use to anyone who needs it seems to be the net result of 
the effort by Mr. Bouillon to reform the city’s system of book- 
keeping. 

When contemplating the number of things which Mr. Bouil- 
lon has undertaken to do one is stopped with amazement at the 
scope and extent of his activities, and if in the places that are ex- 
posed it is shown that he has failed to fill, the only congratulation 
which the ratepayers can offer to themselves is that at any rate 
none of the wheels have stopped revolving. 

When it is considered that from buying locks for the street car 
doors up to wording a franchise, Mr. Bouillon has taken on himself 
the whole detail, and has included in his duties the onerous task of 
browbeating a mayor, flagellating a council and fighting an injunc- 
tion, it is quite possible that the auditor. who devotes himself 
exclusively to the pursuit of his own business of keeping books, 
may have time to learn as much about the city’s accounting as the 
man who would reform his methods. 

Certainly there must be some limit to any man’s specialties, 
and when the commissioner undertakes to pose as an authority on 
electricity, rules of order, legal lore and finance all at the same time, 
a too-expensive campaign of “butting in” is almost certain to lead 
to difficulties. 

At least one thing must be said. Previous to the time Mr. 
Bouillon undertook his much-hippodromed new system it was pos- 
sible for a newspaper reporter to find out what was doing in any of 
the departments, and how they stood. Since the time Mr. Bouillon’s 
system has gone into force no reporter has been able to get any 
statement that meant anything from any deparment in the city. 
And where a newspaper reporter cannot see anything intelligible the 
ratepayers had better cast a sheet anchor without delay for the craft 
is certainly drifting into a fog. 

With the amount of money involved in city utilities it will come 
as somewhat of a shock to the ratepayers to learn that their books 
have not yet been written up for January, and that the prospect 
of getting them written up to date simply does not exist. 

If this city of Edmonton is to save itself from becoming hope- 
lessly-entangled in a web of figures from which the most clever 
actuary in the world could not extricate it, it is pretty clearly evident 
that something will have to be done without delay. 

While the citizens might excuse Mr. Bouillon for playing tag 
with the city council and making a burlesque of the charter, there 
are some things which they cannot afford to let him do, and the 
first of these is tangle up the city’s book-keeping. |

Prepare Gas Agreement. 

As the outcome of the camera ses- 
sion of the industrial committee, at 
which C. S. Eaton of the International 
Heating and Lighting Co. was present, 
a report was submitted, advising that 
the city solicitor and the commissioners 
be instructed to draft an agreement 
with the company, for submission to 
the council. The terms of the proposed 
agreement were briefly outlined, It 
was suggested that the maximum price 
to be charged by the company should be 
21.65, less 10 per cent, for prompt 
payment made on or before the tenth 
day after accounts are rendered, thus 
jmaking the price $1.42 1-2 net per 
1,000 cu, fl. A sliding seale is to be 
provided whereby the price to the city 
Will be reduced until gas is obtained 
by the city at 75 cents per 1,000 eu, ft, 
iid the opinion is expressed by the 
commiltee that gas will be delivered at 
$14.00 per 1,000 by the time that the 
population of Edmonton has reached a 
total of 100,000. It is proposed that 
the company be given a twenty-five 
year franchise, at the end of which time 
the city will have the right to purehase 
their plant at a ficure to be determined 
by arbitration. 

In the event of the mayor and com- 
missioners being unable to come to de- 
finite terms, the particular clause in 
dispute will be considered by the In- 
dustrial committee or by committee of 
the whole counci.l 

The closing clause of the Industrial 
commilttee’s report reads: 

“We would further recommend that 
the matter be taken up with energy and 
despatch and that a workable, just, 
agreement be arrived at as early as pos- 
sible, submitted to the council and if 
adopted by the council a by-law to he 
prepared and submilled to the people 
as soon as possible.” 

In discussion of the proposals of the 
Industrial) committee, Ald. Hyndman 
suggester that the expenses of the city’ 
solicitor, in the -drafling of agreements, 
should be charged to the company. The 
report was adopted,, and consideration 
of the agreements wiil be 

Ald. Hyndman's remark was the oc- 
casion for a protest by Ald. Grindley 
against the practice of placing the 
working of drafting of such legislation 
as the building by-law, upon the shoul- 
ders of the aldermen, “The building 
by-law should have been drafted by 
the commissioners,” he declared, **They 
are a paid body, and the council are 
not paid.”

If a street car 
conductor is threatened with his  dis- 
missal a ratepayer could ask the court 
to stop the threatened dismissal be- 
cause the council might appoint as his 
successor @ man who would either steal 
the fares or allow the aldermen free 
transportation on the cars. One can 
easily see why it-is that the necessity 
of the attorney general being a party to 
any action aginst corporations whieh 
involves only public rights or interests 
exists.” 

The oral argument which Mr. Walsh 
presented at the opening of the ae- 
tion in the Supreme Court, is referred 
to briefly, although his contention for 
a non-suit was fully elaborated when 
the hearing took place in Edmonton. 

Mr. Walsh contends at the course of 
his general argument, that even if the 
plaintiff should establish a right to 
maintain his action, it is entirely at the 
discretion of the court, whether an 
injunction be granted. “This is es- 
sentially a case,” he said, “in whieh 
the discretion of the court should he 
exercised in the public interest.” Re- 
garding a Nova Scotia case similar in 
its essentials to that whieh has been 
brought against the Edmonton Cily 
Council, Mr. Walsh quotes / from a 
judgment by Justice Meagher in the 
Supreme Court of Nova Scotia, to the 
effect that “if in such a case the court 
undertook to interfere with 
action of the council, it would assume 
functions which belong to that body 
alone, and thus we would have. civic 
sovernment by injunction instead of by

Scope:.of Ptaintiff’s Claim. 

“The plaintiff's claim can be placed 
upon no-higher ground than this, that 
upon Bouilon's dismissal some person 
less vigilant “of the interests of- the 
ratepayers ‘might be appointed to his 
position, ‘and that surely is not sufli- 
cient to entitle him to maintain the ac- 
tion, The Edmonton public‘is as much 
concerned: in-the question as are the 
ratepayers‘’as a class.” 

Under the head of ‘‘general merits,” 
Mr. Walsh declares: 

“While it may-be conceded that the 
commission system established by the 
Edmonton charter is an experiment in 
municipal administration of consider- 
able importance, it surely cannot be 
seriously argued that its intention was 
{o vest the administrative branch of 
the government in an autocrat who 
sould disregard the instructions and 
treat with contempt the policy of the 
Jegislative branch and defy the power 
that created him, 

“It is true that greater safeguards 
are thrown around the appointment of 
a commissioner and his removal from 
office is made more dificult than is the 
ease with the ordinary servants of the 
municipality,” This is so because the 
funetions which he exercises are of 
more importance than those of the or- 
dinary municipal oflces. Notwith- 
standing this, the council is the su- 
preme appointing and removing pow- 
er, He holds oflce during the pleasure 
of the council. The power to remove 
for such cause as he shall deem suffi- 
cient is-a power to remove without 
hearing.” Citation attorney general

The in- 
ference from the evidence is irresistible 
that he knew ‘of the investigation 
Which was on foot and of the complaint 
that had been made and that the ob- 
Ject of this meeting was to take up 
the same with him and thresh them 
oult..

quiry by it an impossibility. If he had 
a right to> this hearing, he waived it 
by what took place at this hearing.” 
Question of Interest. 

Under the heading of interesis under 
the charter council contends ‘that the 
proviso that no shareholder shall vote 
on any question affecting the company 
is clearly meant to prohibit an alder- 
man from voling iu respect only of 
dealing had or contracts made with the 
city.

“If these defendants are disqualified 
from yoting on the dismissal of Mr.

If the al- 
dermen whose disqualification is abughtt 
are held to be disqualified the result 
will be that Mr. Bouillon cannot under 
any isrcumstances be relieved of of- 
flee by the city conneil as at present 
constituted. For the vote which is 
required to bring about this dismissal 
is two thirds of allthe members of the 
council and with these — disqualified 
there would not be enough left. to 
bring about his removal even if the 
remaining aidermen were unanimous 
in their view that if he should be re- 
moved, Mr.. Walsh points out that if 
council were to resign at this time Mr. 
Bouillon's removal or retention would 
be the campaign issue with the result 
that the unsuccessful candidate would 
come into oflce pledged either to dis- 
missal or retention, of the commis- 
sioner.

Following the 
custom of the fatherland, the bride- 
groom escorted the Countess von Bern- 
storff, The bride had no maid of hon- 
or, but was escorted to the altar by 
her father, preceded by her four 
hridesmaids—Miss Alys Meyer, daugh- 
ter of the Secretary of the Navy; Miss 
Elsio Aldrich, daughter of ex-Senator 
and Mrs..Aldrich; Miss Cicelia May, 
who is soon to be the bride of Mr. Ro- 
bert L. Bacon, and Miss Mary R. South- 
érland, daughter of Captain and Mrs.

SUPREME COURT. 


Appeal against tne decision of Chief 
Justice Harvey in the case of Evans 
vs. Evans is entered in the court of 
appeals to-day. In the original action, 
which came up for trial in September 
of last year, Mrs. E. €, Evans of this 
city, sued her father in law, Edward 
Evans, for the recovery of a couple of 
horses which had been placed in his 
care and which he, it was alleged, de- 
clined.to-return. The defendant coun- 
terclaimed for a number of horses 
which were in the plaintiff's possession, 
claiming that these animals, as well as 
those which-he had refused to return, 
were his own property.

ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Anderson, Ind., March 28,—The case 
of James Walker, who, several weeks 
ago, shot and killed Chief of Police El- 
lis and Patrolman Kirkman, came up 
for trial yesterday. Walker, who was 
a glas worker employed in Alexandria, 
is alleged'to have engaged in the hold- 
up of.a. storekeeper on the day of the 
double tragedy. He .was .detected. in 
the act by Patrolman Kirkman, it is al- 
leged, and the killing of the. latter fol- 
lowed. Several hours later, while re- 
sisting arrest, Walker shot Chief of 
Police Ellis, who died two days after- 
ward. Rufus Warren, a young friend 
of Walker, is to bo tried as an accom- 
plice in the robbery and an accessory to 
the murder. Walker has already 
pleaded guilty to the indictment of rob- 
bery, but will stand trial on the charge 
of murder.

DISCUSSES 


DEFENSE 


OF PACIFIC COAST 


Curious Result of Recent Congress at 


San Francisco Was That 25 Regi- 
ments of Infantry be Added 


Seattle, March 28.—-Discussing the 
problem of the defense of the Pacille 
Coast, a subscriber of The Times ob- 
serves that a curious result of the re- 


cent Pacifle Slope Congress at San 
Francisco was the recommendation 


that twenty-flve regiments of infan- 
try be added to the mobile army of 
the United States, 

Public sentiment looks not unnatur- 
ally for business or other local reasons 
upon which to found a request to the 
national government for protection 
from what in its last analysis is not 
merely a local, but a national danger. 
Possesser by a vague fear, it seeks va- 
gue means of relief. But there is still 
another and greater reason for this 
confusion of mind, The danger, if it 
be danger, is military in cast. 

The Pacifle Coast, in common with 
all the rest of this great land, has no 
proper conception of the means to be 
employed to meet a military. danger, 
because our whole system of military 
defense has been built on false lines 
and has been, and will remain so long 
as we follow the false and foolish ways 
of the past, a mockery and a sham. On- 
ly in the fact that the truth of this is 
beginning at last to dawn upon us 
lies hope of better things. The people 
at large flounder in a morass of mili- 
tary ignorance, but are less to blame 
than all of the military and naval serv- 
ices Which have throughout our whole 
history been involved in confusion al- 
most as deep, 

Dependont Upon Men. 

To put the matter briefly, within and 
without the services we have been 
taught both by precept and example to 
depend for national defense upon ma- 
chines instead of men, while every line 
of our own history, as well as of all 
world history, should have shown us 
that neither national defense nor mili- 
tary success has ever been dependent 
upon machines, but has always depend- 
ed upon men. 

The creation of a great naval fleet 
and the isolated position of this coun- 
try, it has been urged, would afford it 
all the protection against foreign ene- 
mies that it might need, Neither of 
these propostions is correct, This 
country is no longer isolated. Battle- 
ships are mere machines. They never 
have and they never will of themselves 
determine finally the result of war. 
There never has been and there is not 
now any certainty that they may even 
avert war. Without men, not merely 
on them but on shore behind them, they 
are will nigh helpless. 

Sought Protection In Machines. 

With the creation of such a fleet un- 


der way came dim realization of some- 
thing, of this kind, but too dim even 
then, fortunately, for the truth itself 
to appear. Fast in the clutches of the 
lase gods we had so long follower, we 
sought the further protection that 
seemed necessary, not in men, where 
it lay, but in more machines. We en- 
tered upon the vast scheme of coast 
fortifications that we have built and 
are building, and fron, whatever 
strength the havy thal we have created 
has given us we must subtract the un- 
deniable weakness that these coast for- 
tifleations have, in the absence of men, 
engendered. For these fortifications 
also are machines, and, without men, 
nol merely within them to serve their 
guns, but behind them and on all sides 


of them, they not only are practically of 


no avail, but are a positive menace to 
us. 

And so we may go one. We may de- 
velop the special corps, periect the 
auxiliary services, build large aerial 
fleets, line the coasts with heavy guns, 
dot the seas with battleships, and we 
shall still be unable and unfit to defend 
ourselves against an aggressive and 
powerful foe, because we have neglect- 
ed the fundamental principle of provid- 
ing men and pinned our faith to ma- 
chines, 

The Coast now is struggling to state 
the problem while it believes it is try- 
ing to solve it. It is appealing inarti- 
culately for relief from fear that it 
cannot define. Once let it define this 
fear and the means to relieve it be- 
comes so simple that it is perhaps not 
surprising these have been overlooked, 

Fear Men of Another Race. 


What our people of the Pacific Goast 
fear is not ships nor guns, but men of 
another race and color and faith that 
overrun and overlord the country that 
shall came in numbers” sufficient to 
is ours. What is needed then to re- 
lieve them of this fear is neither ships 
nor guns, nor men. This is a funda- 
mental principle of conflict as old as 
the ever-lasting hills, But its very 
simplicity makes it unbelieveable, 

We may admit at the outset that the 
Pacifle Coast under present conditions 
is open to invasion by a prepared ene- 
my. There are certainly but few fools 
who will deny this . We are not con- 
sidering the probability of such an in- 
yasion, but anyone who hag studied the 
situation in the least must accept it as 
a possibility. For practical assurance 
against such am invasion we must look 
to either men or machines or both.

During the past few years the 
welghts of express passenger trains 
have increased to such &m extent that 
jt has become necessary, on many 
roads, to employ six-coupled locormo- 
tives in high-speed — service. For 
work of this character, either the 
ten-wheeled of Pacifle type is usu- 
aliy selected. With the same maxi- 
mum load per driving wheel, the Pa- 
cife type shows no superiority over 
the ten-wheekd type, as far ag adhe- 
sion welght is concerned; and hence 
at slow speeds the traction force de- 
veloped by the two classes should be 
approximately the same, The Pacific 
type, however, possesses greater boil- 
er capacity, and this is a distinct ad- 
vantage in high speed work, or 
where long grades must be negoti- 
utad, 

The Baldwin Locomotive 
has already built five Pacifle loco- 
motives for the Grand Trunk.

U.S. DEMOCRATS 
WANT FREE TRADE 


They Aro Already Preparing for the Ine 
troduction of Reciproci:y—May 
Put Through Original Bill. 


Washington, D.C., Mar \.—It is the 
expectation of Chairma, Underwood 
that the Democratic members of the 
house commission, on ways and means, 
will begin’ work on tariff questions 
some time during the coming week and 
that by the time the extraordinary ses- 
sion of congress is convened on April 
4, some plan will have been mapped 
out to govern the commissions of the 
procedure ofter the bill, to carry out 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement has 
been framed. The most complex ques- 
tion that will come before the commis- 
sion is Whether any tariff question will 
pe placed upon the Canadian bill as ri- 
ders or whether such schedules as the 
commission decides should be revised 
shall be treated, as separate measures, 

The certainty that hearings will be 
demanded by producing and manufac- 
turing interests affected by any pro- 
posed revision of the tariff may de- 
termine the ways and means commis- 
sion not to complete the Canadian ques- 
tion with consideration of such sched- 
ules as wool, cotton, or agricultural 
implements. The majority of the com- 
mission is a unit in favor of the agree- 
ment and it is believed that the decis- 
ion will be to. keep it separate from 
other \tariff matters and take up the 
schedules after the Canadian bill has 
been sent to the senate. 

Contrary to the general report, Rep- 
resentative Peters of Massachusetts 
will not introdluce the Canadian bill 
which will be ready almost immediate- 
ly upon the convening of the special 
session to carry out the terms of the 
agreement.
